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WordPerfect layoffs 
spur mixed reactions

The mood was solemn at 
WordPerfect Tuesday. 
Ty Briggs, a testing specialist, 
' walked into the meeting with his 
supervisor at 1] a.m. A moment 
later, his job was eliminated. 

A colleague escorted him to his 
desk to help him get his things also 
ensuring he didn’t damage the 
computers or steal anything, he 
said. 

But unlike other recipients of the 
bad news, Briggs doesn’t have a 
family to support and is currently 
financially secure, he said. 

“IT was relieved and almost 
happy,” he said. 

By noon, he was on the golf 
course. 

“T really wasn’t worried about my 
job, just concerned about my man- 
ager,” he said. “She was upset.” 

Employees already knew when 
and why the WordPerfect layoffs 
were occurring, and with the notifi- 
cation this week, they finally knew 
who was on the “hit” list. 

“T think it was vital,” Briggs said. 
“In my own estimation, some 
departments were running without 
budgets and needed to run as lean 
as possible.” 

Greg Olson, in the Windows 
Features support department, 
agreed that it was a good move for 
the company. 

He didn’t know anyone who was 
laid off and was pretty positive 
about the situation, “but I’m still 
working there,” he said. 

Although half his team was laid 
off, Briggs didn’t see anyone get 


upset. 

Instead everyone acted fraternal- 
ly, making. sure everyone was han- 
dling the news okay, he said. 

Sean Foley, a group leader, was 
very nervous when he escorted a 
co-worker to his desk. The 
employees on his team whose jobs 
were eliminated were given a 
choice to move to a different 
department, but it was still a shock 
to them, Foley said. 

Those he escorted didn’t say 
much and weren’t allowed to touch 
the computers. 

“Much damage could be done if 


* someone was disgruntled,” Foley

“I had heard that some people 
were very upset, especially those 
who have been with the company 
many years,” he said. 

“If I would have been laid off, it 
would have been very difficult for 
me.” 

As a whole, the reaction to the 
lay-off situation ran smoother than 
WordPerfect officials had antici- 
pated, said David Weymouth, com- 
pany spokesman. 

“We have been very pleased by 
how professionally everything was 
handled,” he said. 

The situation was still a painful 
process and could have been very 
negative, but those who were laid 
off made it easy on everyone else, 
Weymouth said. That says a lot 
about the caliber of people they 
are, he said. 

WordPerfect truly cares about its 
employees or it would not have 
given everyone two months sever- 
ance pay or other services to help 
keep them going, he said. 


U.S. backs U.N. air strike in Bosnia

WASHINGTON — The Clinton 
administration endorsed a report 
Monday by the U.N. secretary-gener- 
al that gives the go-ahead for air 
strikes against Bosnian Serbs if they 
attack peacekeepers in two key towns. 

The administration continued to pur- 
sue an allied consensus as President 
Clinton met at the White House with 
German Chancellor Helmut Kohl. It 
could be part of a final concerted 
diplomatic effort to settle the bloody 
conflict in the former Yugoslav 
republic before military action by the 
NATO allies. ‘ 

Disagreeing with France’s inclina- 
tion to pressure the Muslim-led 
Bosnian government into accepting 
settlement terms, the administration is

Foreign Minister Karolos Papoulias 


_ this week in hopes of forging a joint 


approach. 

Greece currently holds the presiden- 
cy of the European Union. 

In a letter Friday to the U.N. 
Security Council, Secretary-General 
Boutros Boutros-Ghali said he had 
instructed top U.N. officials to move 


“actively” with plans to open the 
Tuzla airport for relief supplies and to 
relieve Canadian units at Srebrenica 
with Dutch peacekeepers. 

“We've endorsed that report,” 
Secretary of State Warren Christopher 
said Monday. “That could lead to the 
use of air power if there’s not an 
agreement.” 

The Clinton administration has not 
shied away from threatening the 
Serbs. It also has not made good on 
Clinton’s campaign pledge in 1992 to 
lift a ban on arms to Bosnian govern- 
ment forces or to silence Serb 
artillery. 

Christopher said last week the 
administration was “quite prepared” 
to carry out NATO and U.N. military 
threats. He insisted the United States 
was not just “standing by.” — 

Boutros-Ghali said he would leave 
the final decision to use air power to 
defend peacekeepers from Serb inter- 
ference with his special representative 
in the Balkans, Yasushi Akashi. 

“Pre-emptive or punitive” air bom- 
bardment would require a further 
decision by the North Atlantic 
Council, he said in a six-page letter. 

The report was delivered in 
response to a Jan. 11 NATO summit 


request that he draft contingency 
plans for bombing the Serbs in those 
two areas. Boutros-Ghali has been 
reluctant in the past to use force. His 
letter still lists as the first option that 
U.N. officials negotiate with the Serbs 
over Tuzla, in northeastern Bosnia, 
and Srebrenica, in eastern Bosnia. 

“Those matters will play out over 
time,” Christopher told reporters at a 
photo session with Foreign Minister 
Georgs Andrejevs of Latvia, who is 
on a visit here. 

The State Department said there was 
evidence military units from Serbia 
and Croatia were in Bosnia. 

“We know, for example, that indi- 

vidual Croatian advisers, soldiers for- 
merly belonging to the Croatian army, 
have been operating in Bosnia for 
some time,”-said Michael McCurry, 
the State. Department spokesman. 
. The USS. official added: “That’s dif- 
ferent from suggesting, as some of 
these news reports do, that there is 
evidence of large-scale formations 
moving inside Bosnia.”

Greenspan warns of interest rate hike 


WASHINGTON — Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan said Monday 
it’s a matter of when the, central bank raises short-term interest rates, and he 
warned that waiting until inflation worsens would only mean harsher rate 
increases later. 

“Short-term interest rates are currently abnormally low,” he told Congress’ 
Joint Economic Committee. “At some point, absent an unexpected and pro- 
longed weakening of economic activity, we will need to move them.” 

Greenspan carefully avoided saying exactly when, but private economists 
widely expect an increase in the overnight rate for loans among banks anytime 
-between next-month and the end of spring. 

A rise in the rate engineered by the Fed eventually could translate into 
increases in consumer rates on auto loans, adjustable-rate MOneAECs and bank 
deposits. \ 


Study says teen smoking, drug use on rise 


WASHINGTON — Smoking and drug use among American teen-agers are 
increasing after a decade of decline, a study showed Monday, and its author 
warned that “the stage is set for a potential resurgence of cocaine and crack 
use.” 

University. of Michigan researchers said they noticed a’relaxing of attitudes 
about the dangers of drugs among 8th, 10th and 12th graders in a yearly survey. 

“These attitudes and beliefs, specifically the dangers believed to be associated 
' with the use of these drugs, play a critical role in deterring use,” said Lloyd 
- Johnston, who directed the study. “When they begin to soften, as they did last 
. year, an increase in use can be expected.” 

There has been a rise in cigarette smoking, too, after 10 years of fairly steady 
decline. 
~ “With more young people smoking cigarettes and using marijuana, and with 

the psychological and social constraints on use declining, the stage is set for a 
- potential resurgence of cocaine and crack use in this population,” Johnston told 
a news conference. 


Governor plans tax changes, increases 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt on Monday said he will cut some 
sales tax exemptions and tighten others to raise money for school construction. 

If lawmakers don’t go along, he said, he will likely raise taxes. 

Leavitt released a long-awaited hit-list of businesses which will lose part or 
all of exemptions granted by lawmakers over the years. The targets: coin-oper- 
ated laundromats, car washes, veriding machines and private limousine and 
taxis. 

* Also taking hits will be companies which have taken advantage of exemptions 
- on pollution-control devices, and the makers of industrial containers. 

“This proposal begins to even the playing field for all taxpayers, removing 
> some’special privileges from certain groups that are no longer appropriate, nec- 
* essary or fair,” the governor said in a news release. “It also provides funding 
* for critically needed schools.” 

Added to an exemption passed last year, the governor’s proposals would raise 
$5.7 million for building new schools. 


Study says iron may cause cancer in men 


WASHINGTON — Even a little too much iron in men’s diets could increase 
their risk of cancer, a new study suggests. 

Iron is an essential nutrient found mainly in red meat and fortified grains. Too 
little can cause medical problems, from anemia to retardation. But the new 
research indicates that supplementing diets with iron, may not be in everyone’s 
best interest either. 

The largest study to date, to be published today in the International Journal of 
Cancer, shows a risk of cancer in men beginning to rise when the amount of 
iron in their bodies is 10 percent higher than average. 

“There is such as thing as too much of:a good thing,” said study author Dr. 
Marc Micozzi, director of the National Museum of Health and Medicine in 
Washington. 


Findings from’ this study raises the question of whether American public.

examined.

will Harding be able to? 


The Olympics are about excelling. They are about athletes representing 
their countries — the best competing against the best. Winning the gold 
is the ultimate experience, but it isn’t the bottom line. 

.In fact, winning is not even that important compared to the fact that the 
Olympics are perhaps the one time when most of the world comes 
together in peace. Countries are not at war, they are not having peace 
talks, they are not discussing economic issues or the environment. They 
are simply playing games and learning how to appreciate and respect 
each other. 

Many have forgotten the true mean- 
ing of the Olympics as laurel wreaths 
have been replaced by medals and 
million dollar endorsements. 

Tonya Harding has given her life 
preparing for the Olympics. She has 
spent countless hours becoming the 
talented and dedicated skater she is. It 
would be a tragedy for her not to go to 
Norway and represent her country, but it would be a greater tragedy to 
compromise the principles on which the Olympics are based. 

Harding may not have been involved in the attack on Nancy Kerrigan 
before it happened, but she did fail to report information she found out 
afterwards. Knowing information about the attack, whether before or 
after, and not reporting it is essentially helping to cover up the attack. It 
is extremely doubtful she would have ever given information to authori- 
ties, if the investigation had not turned toward her and her husband, Jeff 
Gillooly. 

A five-person committee named by the U.S. Figure Skating Association 
is investigating whether Harding violated standards of fairness, ethics or 
sportsmanship in the organizations code and will have its results within 
two weeks. Hopefully it-will come to a fair decision, but one that will not 
tolerate unsportsmanship. 

The U.S. Olympic Committee also needs to sends a loud and clear mes- 
sage to athletes and fans that the Olympics will not tolerate any form of 
unsportsmanlike conduct. It needs to tell athletes, fans and fanatics that 
winning is not the bottom line. 

The 1994 Olympic Games Rules of Conduct state “all members of the 
official delegation shall conduct themselves in conformity with the tradi- 
tions of the Olympic Games and in such a manner that you bring credit 
and honor to yourself and your teammates ...’’The question is, has and 
will Harding respect the traditions of the Olympics and bring honor to 
herself and her teammates?

the United States, including numer- 
ous positions in Utah. 

Joyce Rogers, a spokeswoman for 
the SCA, said that students need not 
have experience in conservation 
work to apply. 

“This is a great opportunity for 
people to gain that experience,” she 
said. 

Many positions do require a specif- 
ic academic background, however. 

Rogers described the program as a 
“break-even opportunity” because all 
living, housing and travel expenses 
are paid. 

The program provides job training 


as well as the potential to earn acade- | 


mic credit for their efforts. 

Rogers said that approximately 
three people apply for each available 
position. 

However, the program does not 
turn away two-thirds of its applicants 
because some people decline the 
opportunity, she said. 

William Bradwisch, assistant chief 
of fisheries in the Salt Lake City 
office of the Division of Wildlife 
Resources, has dealt with the SCA 
program in the past. 

He said he believes it is an “excel- 
lent program”, allowing volunteers to 
“do some exciting things.” 

The Salt Lake Wildlife Resources 
office, will offer four positions this 
summer, said Bradwisch. 

Two positions will be available at 
Strawberry Reservoir and.one each at 
Bear Lake and Lake Powell. 

Although the reorganization of the 
Division of Wildlife Resources will 
prevent. hiring more people through 
the SCA, other agencies throughout 
Utah will sponsor positions, 
Bradwisch said. 

Other openings in Utah will include 
work in Arches, Bryce Canyon and 


Zion national parks, as well as in. 


Cedar City and Moab, said Rogers.

Kennedy International Airport. 

His appearance at the confer- 
ence sponsored by the National 
Committee on American Foreign 
Policy will also be tightly guard- 
ed. 

The NCAFP is a private group 
that includes former diplomats 
such as former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 


American supporters of the 


Irish cause hailed Adams’ visit as 
a important step toward a U.S. 
role in seeking to end the blood- 
shed that has killed 3,200 people, 
Catholic and Protestant, in 
Northern Ireland in the past 25 
years. 

Speaking with reporters 
Monday, Clinton described the 
visa as “very narrow ... for the 
purpose of coming to this confer- 
ence in the hope it will advance 
the peace process.” 

Britain tempered its objections 
to a visa this time with a state- 
ment from Prime Minister John 
Major’s office acknowledging 
Adams’ public rejection of vio- 
lence and stated desire for peace. 

As president of Sinn Fein since 


1983, Adams has promoted the —

Cold War over, but weapons technology is hot and poses threat to United Stat}

Out of the new world order resulting 
from the end of the cold war, a new 
fear has arisen. The spread of nuclear, 
biological and chemical weaponry 
poses a new threat to regional and 
world stability. 


. US. intelligence agencies estimate 


25 countries are working on nuclear, 
chemical and biological weapons 
technology, said R. James Woolsey, 
director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, in an interview with the New 
York Times. 

“There is no immediate threat to the 
United States,” said Bruce D. Porter, 
an associate professor of political sci- 
ence at BYU. “However, the more 
countries that have nuclear capabili- 
ties, the greater the odds that someone 
will use them against American tar- 
gets or property. There is also the 
greater chance that terrorists could 
obtain the weapons.” 

A greater problem is the regional 
instability that. could arise. If one 
country obtains nuclear capabilities, 
tensions could escalate into local arms 


races. 

The weapons could also encourage 
aggressive action in a country that. 
became the sole possessor of nuclear 
weapons in a region, he said. 

The countries don’t have the 
weapons yet, but are working on the
